Treasury Deficit Remains 


Above 600 Million 


Despite New Funds 


Washington— M>)—The handwrit- 


ing of millions of taxpayers warned 
treasury officials today that 
the 


government income for this year 
would be found wanting. 


Income tax payments shrank far 


below the totals for the same period 
of last year. Despite the inflow of 
collections, the treasury deficit re- 
mained above the 600,000,000 mark. 


The total collections 
for 
the 


month have been $239,123,891. For 
the same period last year they were 
5384,853,426. The treasury deficit for 
last Thursday, the same 
.day for 


which the collections were reported, 
stood at $628,702,172. On the same 
day last year, the treasury 
had a 


surplus of $22,370,706. 


Two paths have been indicated by 


financial students as courses which 
would be necessary to lead the gov- 
ernment away from the deficit side 
of the ledger. 


The one calls for a reduction 
in 


the rate of retirement of the public 
debt. President Hoover has said "the 
administration is opposed to any en- 
croachment upon the statutory pro- 
visions of retirement 
of the public 


debt." 


The other course was indicated by 


the president in his last message to 
congress. He warned: 


"Most rigid economy is ... 
nec- 


essary to avoid increase in taxes. 


In his budget 
message 
at the 


same time, he forecast a deficit of 
$180,000,000 for this fiscal'year, but 
said: 


May Cut General Fund 


"The adverse balance can be met 


by reducing the general fund bal- 
ance.from .the amount 
in it at the 


.beginning'of Che year, supplement- 
ed, if necessary, by temporary bor- 
.rowing by the treasury." 


With 'cautious appropriations, he 


estimated that the country would 
end the next fiscal year with.a sur- 
plus of $30,600,000. Appropriations 
made during the session 
exceeded 


$5^000,000,000, a little less than the 
various sums approved by the bud- 
get bureau. The total appropriated 
however, did not reflect the actual 
expenditures for the • coming fiscal 
year because of various 
funds set 


aside for use over periods of several 
years-. 


In his message to congress, Pres- 


ident Hoover again expressed his 
opposition to varying from the stat- 
utory requirements for retiring the 
public debt. 


The victory Liberty Loan 
act in 


1919 
laid down the provisions for its 


retirement. 


Under' it a fixed percentage of the 


amount of Victory and Liberty loan 
bonds retired must be set aside for 
reduction of the war debt. 


Acting under this mandate from 


congress the treasury retired $261,- 
250,000 in 1921; $275,896,000 .in 1922; 
$284,018,000 in 1923; $295,987,000 in 
•1924; $306,308,000 in 1925; 317,091,000 
in 1926; $333,528,000 In 1927; $354,- 
741,000 in 1928; $370,277,000 in 1929, 
and $3?8,368,000~in 1C30.

Buenos Aires— (XP)—The prince of

two British 
corsair planes were 


primed to take them and their party 
shortly before noon down the River 
Plate to Montevideo, Uruguay, the 
next stop on their long journey 
homeward. 


From Uruguay the parly will go 


to Brazil, spending a few days there 
in the important cities and in the 
interior in recognition of growing 
British influence in the greatest cof- 
fee growing nation. 


Tho prince, of Wales yesterday In 


vitcd the acting rector of tho Uni- 
versity of Buenos Aires to his resi- 
dence at the embassy and talked 
with him about British and Argen- 
tine cultural interchange. He in 
formed tho rector that a delegation 
of British intellectual leaders would 
arrive in Buenos Aires about the 
middle of April.

Deegan. He said only official wit- 
nesses would be admitted. Only two 
other persons have been lashed in 
Maryland In tho last 11 years for 
wifo beating, the one offense

which the punishment Is stipulated.

srcss of Indian princes, which has 
been in session at New Delhi for 
several days, was for tho purpose 
of preliminary work to the second 
round table conference at London 
and to measure the possibilities of 
cooperation tho Indian nationalists 
and tho princes.

Gandhi made it clear In an Interview 
with tho Associated Press that he 
would not go to London for the sec- 
ond round tablo conference unless 
assured beforehand that India will 
be granted full oelf-govornmont. and 
that tho safeguards fixed by the 
first round tablo conference on fi- 
nances and military matters will be 
radically lessened.

SUPERVISORS 


Meating Points Out Need for 


Present System in Train- 


ing Rural Mentors 


A. G. Meating, county superinten- 


dent of schools, has written Assem- 
bl.unan J. D. Mil'iir, chairman of the 
assembly committee on education, to 
add his protests against Bill 452 
vthieh virtually repeals tho- super- 
vising teacher law. 


The bill, proposed by Assembly- 


(.man Harper of Grant-co, is now be- 
lore XIic education commiuee. 
it 


eliminates the state appropriation 
for '"supervising teachers and 
pro- 


vides that the county superintendent, 
if authorized by the county board, 
shall employ one or more supervis- 
ing teachers." In this event the cost 
of the supervising work is borne by 
the county. 


Mr. Meating's protest letter to As- 


semblyman Millar follows: 


"There has been remarkable im- 


provement* in the status of rural ed- 
ucation in Wisconsin during the last 
15 years, and particularly during the 
last 10 jears. It is significant that 
this improvement has come since su- 
pervising teachers have been work- 
ins: among these schools. As a coun- 
ty superintendent whose experience 
dates from January, 1903, I feel that 
I can make certain comparisons and 
draw certain conclusions with some 
authority. However, I do not feel 
that it is any longer necessary to 
pile up arguments to show the value 
of this type of supervisor activity. 
Everyone who is acquainted, with 
our supervisory system regards the 
supervising teachers as one of the 
strongest agencies that we have for 
training teachers in service. 


Dangerous Point 


"The particular point that is dan- 


gerous in Mr. Harper's bill is the 
proposal to have each county pay 
the supervising teacher, if the coun- 
ty wants a supervisor. This will 
mean that most counties will fail to 
provide such officials. It will mean 
a transfer of expense from the.com- 
i ^unities well able to assume this ex- 
W^pense to the sparsely settled country 
'"community. At a time when all the 


country is concerned over the dimin- 
ishing income of the farmer, it will 
be a direct slap at the agency that 
is showing the highest percentage of 
real value of any state-aid that is 
now offered. 


"I have enough confidence in Outa- 


gamie-co to feel that our coun'ty 
board will continue to employ super- 
vising teachers, but many counties, 
perhaps a majority of them, will feel 
the need of curtailing their local ex- 
penses. \Vhen curtailment is propos- 
ed, it seems easier to deprive chil- 
dren of advantages than to limit 
highway costs, or the costs of crime 
detection.

The program was drawn by the 


conservation committee of the body 
and its members were Frank J. 
Schneller. Menasha,, chairman; Eu- 
gene "Wengert, Milwaukee, and Dr. 
C. A. Dawson, River Falls. It con- 
sulted leading conservation experts 
in this section of the country, New 
York and federal authorities. 


In the report, the plans, organiza- 


tion and the program of the state 
conservation commission are en- 
dorsed, the plan being for an allot- 
ment of forest lands in Wisconsin on 
the following scale: 


Federal forests, 10 per cent, 
or 


about 1,500,000 acres; state forests. 
15 per cent or 2,000,000 acres; county 
forests, 4,000.000 acres or 30 per cent 
and privately owned forest lands, 45 
per cent of the state timberland, or 
the remainder. 


"This proposal is only an approx- 


imation and" should be modified 
when necessary for the public good, 
when the state conservation commis- 
sion finds It either advisable or ex- 
pedient," the report said. 


The state chamber of commerce 


also endorsed increased monies for 
conservation work by proposing 2-10 
of one mill, already authorized by a 
constitutional amendment, as

mally permits blood to. pass from 
the auricle —the cavity which, .re- 
ceives the blood from the .limgs-^in- 
to the main heart cavity, the ve"n- 
tricle; but closes to prevent 
any 


backflow or leakage of the blood in- 
to the auricle 'again -while the ven- 
tricle is contracting and compressing 
the blood to drive it but Into the 
great artery. If this mitral valve be- 
comes- roughened or distorted it can- 
not close perfectly, and there will 
be -more or less . backward leakage 
oi blood through it when the heart 
beats. A trifling leakage with each 
heart beat. 


The inevitable effect of such a Val- 
vular leakage is" that the heart must 
do. more work at each beat in order 
to maintain, efficent . circulation; it 
must pump the normal amount of 
blood plus the amont that leaks 
back between beats. In order to ac- 
complish this the he'art inevitably 
enlarges, more muscle is developed 
in the wall of the heart; so "enlarge- 
ment of the heart" is a natural and 
essential feature of any . valvular 
leakage. <

Report Shows Decrease in 


Value Was Greater Than 
Drop in Quantity 


(Peot-Creewnt Washington Burran) 


Washington—Both the quantity 


and value of paper exports from the 
United States in 1930 were consid- 
erably lower than in 1929, accord- 
ing to the paper division of the de- 
partment of commerce. 


The decrease in value of exports 


was greater than the decrease in 
quantity. The 1930 value of paper 
and paper product exports was $30.- 
301.759. an 18 per cent decrease from 
the 1929 value, while a comparsion 
of the 1930 quantity of paper ex- 
ports with that of 1929 showed a 
decrease of only 8 per cent. 


The downward trend in paper ex- 
ports waited but one full month in 
1930 
before beginning in earnest in 


February and it gained momentum 
with the advance of the year. The 
first quarter-year shipments show- 
ed a decline of 12 per cent: the third 
quarter. 20 per cent; and the fourth 
quarter, 30 per cent 
Throughout 


the industry prices were generally 
on a much lower level than dur- 
ing the preceding year. 


Imports of paper and paper prod- 


ucts into this country during 1930 
also registered a decrease in value 
going down about 10 per cent from 
the 1929 values. Receipts of stand 
ard newsprint, 
which represent 


about S3 or 90 per cent of paper 1m 
ports, declined 6 per cent in quan 
tlty and 9 per cent In value, while 
even heavier declines occurred ir 
6ther paper products.

A section of the 


lake should be penned off and the 
fish allowed to spawn therein at 
the time when nature calls upon 
them to deposit their eggs. In that 
way a perfect hatch will come forth, 
and the fry will grow to such a size 
as will enable them to live when 
transplanted. And, too. the mature 
spawners will not be killed in the 
operation of striping them of their 
eggs. It la against nature and it 
does not work out.

trade who will come out deliberately 
and say that a friend told him that 
he went up into Michigan where he 
"could at least see a fish?"

We must help rather than hinder 
our northern resorts to hold their 
trade by getting the tourists to come 
up there. And by so helping condi- 
tions that will enable them to do 
this, we will be helping our own 
sport thereby.

and the use of more skill in feeding 
and'In general management'of the 
dairy herd is suggested as a logical 
way of meeting the present dairy sit- 
uation In the Agricultural Outlook 
for 1931 as prepared by the United 
States Department of 
Agriculture, 


reports County Agent Gus Sell. 


The estimates of the number of 


ihilk cows, including all cows and 
heifers two years-old-or older kept 
for milk, show an increase of two 
and-four tenths per cent during 1930, 
the number on farms on January 1. 
1931, 'being estimated at 
22,975,000 


compared with 22,443,000 on the same 
date in 1930. There was apparently a 
smaller number of cows than usual 
culled out during 1930, for the num- 
ber of milk cows is still Increasing 
and probably will continue to in- 
crease through most of 1981, the re- 
port shows.' 


Looking ahead in dairying for a 


period of years, Outngamie-co dairy- 
men will, therefore, find it more nec- 
essary to dispose of low-grade and 
Inefficient cows, the county agent be- 
lieves. Dairy products from low pro- 
ducers are usually expensive pro- 
ducts because they cost the dairy- 
man too much to produce }n com- 
parison with dairy products obtain- 
ed from high producing and more ef- 
ficient cows. Offering such products 
for sale on the market only adds to 
an already large supply and further 
depresses the market price. 


Unless carefully culled, there will 


be too many low producing cows on 
hand that will either . just pay for 
their keep or will be kept at a finan- 
cial loss to their owners. Replace- 
ments should not be made from this 
class of cows but only from 
the 


more efficient ones. 


A study of each cow's production- 


will therefore be a good business 
practice, the county agent suggests, 
for It will tell which cow produces at

Produce Good Crops 


BX W. F. WINSEY 


In these times of depression in 
the prices of farm products, agri- 
cultural extension service people at 
farm Institutes and soils meeting are 
advising farmers to balance the loss 
In prices by the more economical 
production that comes from soil test- 
Ing and the application of the fer- 
tilizers that the tests show the soils 
are lacking. In this part of the state 
the lacking: fertilizers are either lime 
or phosphate or both. In n*ost cases 
the extension men are recommend- 
ing the applications of lime at the 
rate of two to three tons per acre 
and phosphate at the rate of 200 to 
300 pounds per acre. 


As. the price of lime is only $1.50 


per ton at ihe quarry and phosphate 
is about 931''per ton, and fertilizers 
work «• wipers in' the raisin;: of alfal- 
fa, sweet clover and all other farm 
crops. Farmers take very kindly to 
the suggestions of the extension peo- 
ple, but some of them slug at the 
work and expense of hauling and 
spreading the fertilizers

sion. This shows that depressions 
bring opportunities as well as fail- 
ures. "What every individual and 
every concern wants to 
know Is 


how to avoid the failures and how 
to capitalize the opportunities. There 
is only one way that I know, and 
that is to keep everlastingly alert to 
the trend of the times. The busi- 
ness structure is always in a state 
of flux, but during a depression "the 
changes are swifter and more num- 
erous. Of one thing we may be sure, 
conditions will not be the same after 
the depression as they were before. 
A new set of opportunities and a 
new set of problems will 
emerge 


from 
the 
economic convulsions 


through which we are passing. The 
investor, the small business man, or 
the corporation management that 
merely lays back and waits for the 
tide of fortune to turn in his favor 
will miss the opportunities and be 
loft behind In tho competitive race. 


Looking back over business, his- 


tory. I am impressed by the fact 
that after every major 
depression 


some great change has occurred in 
our economic and financial life. The 
famous fortunes of history were all 
founded by taking advantage of the 
changing trend and riding up with 
it. After the Civil \V~ar the change 
come in transportation. James J. 
Hill started building railroads short- 
ly after the .depression of 1873, and 
amassed a tremendous fortune, lie 
was later followed by Harriman and 
other great railroad, personalities. 
The depression of 1S93-9C was fol- 
lowed by a great movement toward 
trusts and monopolies. During this 
depression Elbert H. Gary conceived 
the idea of the United States Steel 
consolidation and In 1902 this colos- 
sal Industrial union became an ac- 
tuality. 


The whole trust movement was 


born of the severe economic pres- 
sure of that depression. The famous 
oil and steel fortunes were built on 
the consolidation movement in 1S98 
to 1905. 


More Opportunities 


Out of the throes of the 1914-1915 


depression emerged the new philo- 
sophy of mass production, of which 
the automobile industry was a lead- 
ing exponent. The war vastly in- 
tensified this trend. This was the 
period' when our great automobile 
fortunes began and when the basis 
was laid for the extension of mass 
production and machine methods as 
we now see-them today throughout 
ali our major industries. In 1921- 
1922 
was a commodity depression. 


Manufacturers, wholesalers, and re- 
tailers were all caught with tremen- 
dous stocks of goods at high prices. 
Distribution became the dominant 
problem and out of this emerged 
the great chain store growth. 


The immense chain 
systems as 


we see them today really got their 
Impetus out of the economics up- 
heaval of that depression. Prior to 
that time their growth had been 
relatively small. The fortunes made 
in this field fully equal those in the 
railroads, steel, 
automobiles, 
and 


other great industries. Installment 
financing was another great change, 
and soon formed the basis of our 
large finance corporations with as- 
sets totalling many hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. 


Creative Selling 


"What, we ask, may be the great 


changes that will emerge from the 
1929-1931 
depression? 
Foremost 


among them, I believe, will be de- 
velopment of creative salesmanship. 
The opportunities for the individual 
and the business concern along 
these lines are tremendous. In the 
old days there were only two funda- 
mental requirements for selling. 


(1) Know your product. 
(2) Know your prospect's need. 


Henceforth, there wfll be a third re- 
quirement, namely to visualize— 
—Imagine—your prospect's 
needs 


before he realizes them himself, and 
take those ideas to him as new- 
ideas. 
The old methods of force 


and high-pressure will no 
longer 


work. Sales managements and sales- 
men must render service In selling. 
The depression of today will give 
birth to a quality of salesmanship 
never before known. 


We will see it also In advertising. 


Advertising must giv© tho consumer 
information that will help him, not 
merely brag about the goods. The 
salesman of tho future must do a 
larger part of the prospect's think- 
ing for him. Whereas today each 
salesforce- includes a small number 
of this type,- the time 
I* coming 


when business concerns will refuse 
to employ any salesman -Rho lacKs 
his full quota of 
imagination and 


initiative. Moreover organized sale-? 
research will form an 
important 


part of every sales department. 


Industrial Changes 


This depression has clearly shown 


the danger of over-building plant 
capacity. I look to see those indus- 
tries prosper most which arc least 
subject to recurrent periods of over-

GHOST OF FORMER 


REGIME HAUNTS 


TROUBLED SPAIN 


Prime's Old Political Groups 


Fight Attacks by Rival 
Groups 


BY CLARENCE DU BOSE 


Madrid —(fl3)— The political ghost 


of the dead dictatorship continues 
to stalk the forums of Spain. 


Enmities engendered and partisan 


alignments made during the seven 
years' rule of General Primo de Ri- 
vera are agitating: his country after 
he has gone to his grave. 


The political groups which sup- 


ported Prime's dictatorship, and th<» 
men who held high office during 
that regime, are these days being 
attacked by rival groups—left wlnsr 
labor, social and political elements 
—that were suppressed under th« 
dictatorship. 


This is the explanation of a con- 


siderable part of some recent dis- 
turbances, although, of course, not 
all. It Is a movement of labor and 
political bands that 
opposed 
the 


dictatorship and were curbed by it. 
Now they turn tho tables and give 
the enemy a taste of his own medi- 
cine by breaking up or annoying as 
much as possible political meetings 
of those \\bo. while Primo ruled, 
had his favor. 


In addition. Spain is harassed by 


student unrest, which has caused 
strikes at various universities; by 
some socialist and communist agita- 
tion, by widespread labor troubles 
and strikes caused by a combination 
of political and economic conditions 
—ana back of It all. and merging 
directly or indirectly into a good 
<lcal of tho trouble, the movement 
for a republic in lieu of a mon- 
archy. 


The fights between Prime's old 


supporters and opponents take, spe- 
cifically, tho form of opposing forces 
of tho "Mona rchlal Union" and an 
alignment of labor and political left 
groups, sometimes 
Including selt- 


stylcd communists and socialists. 


Thcbo elements oppose tho "Mon- 


nrchlul Union" not so much because 
they aro against the King, although 
somo of them are. as because they 
tire still bitter against those who 
backed that dictatorship. Primo or- 
ganized what he called the "Patri- 
otic Union." It was, for all prac- 
tical purposes, his personal political 
machine. 
After 
ho did it floun- 


dered around awhile and finally re- 
organized AS tho Monarchlol Union. 
Ami tho left leaders and other ele- 
ments they can sway, fight 
this 


ghost of I'rimo largely for revenge. 


Beyond all this aro groups that 


:uo straight out Republican. Their 
strategy is to try to align dissatis- 
fied workers, restless students, dis- 
gruntled social groups, the political- 
ly disaffected and 
any other ele- 


ments they can find. This way they 
hupo some tlmo to triumph.
